IN WARDEN’S BUGCY 


FLEE 


Carrying Wounded Young Woman 
with Them, They Keep Up Fire— 
Girl Alone Alive as Fight Ends.

McALESTER, Okla., Jan. 19.—In a 
prison riot at the State Penitentiary 
here at 4 o'clock this afternoon Judge 
John R. Thomas, former Congressman 
from Illinois, Federal Judge in Indian 
Terrtiory during terrtiorial days; P. C. 
Oates, Deputy Warden; F. C. Godfrey, 
cell house sergeant, and H. H. Drover, 
Bertillion expert, were killed by con- 
victs Tom Lane, “‘China” Reed, and 
Dave Koontz. The three convicts also 
were killed soon afterward while 
tempting to estape through the prison 
farm. 

The three convicts had obtained a gun, 
and, holding up the turnkey, took the 
keys, mace their way into the offices 
of the prison and in getting possession 
of Miss Mary Foster, 
whom they used as a shield from the 
guards, killed the four men. 

Jack Martin, a turnkey, had just closed 
the gate when the men appearing from 


a side entrance that led from the store- | 


room in the basement, asked to be al- 
lowed to see Frank H. Rice, the purole 
officer. While the parley was going 
on one of the convicts thrust a gun 


between the steel bars and he was told! 


to deliver the keys. He refused at 


first to do'so but upon threat of in-| 


stant death the turnkey told them the 
keys were in the lock on the inside. 

The men reached through the bars 
for the keys and the turnkey ran for 
the Warden's office. Warden Dick 
and Assistant Warden Fry were both 
away, but Deputy Oates was there. 

‘* For God's sake, get a gun! ’’ shout- 
ed the turnkey. ‘‘ The convicts have 
the keys and are coming.” 

No guns are kept in the prison. Hear- 
ing the convicts coming, Oates and Mar- 
tin stepped through a side door and sent 
for guns. 

The convicts rushed through the first 
room and dashed into Deputy Fry’s of- 
fice. Everybody in the room had gone 
into Warden Dick’s room. Im the War- 
den’s room Judge Thomas sat, talking 


with a prisoner whom he had called to 
see a few minutes before. Miss Foster, 
the stenographer, had rushed into the 
Warden’s office ahead of the convicts, 
and there also were Frank Rice, the pa- 
role officer, and F. C. Godfrey, cell 
sergeant. 


Order Hands Up. 

As they entered the Warden's room 
the convicts shouted to all to stand up 
and put up their hands. Judge Thomas 
was stout in build and did not respond 
rapidly to the demand. As he made a 
move to get up he was shot through the 


heart. Godfrey stood with his back to 
the wall, with Rice at his side, He 
put up his hands. As one of the con- 
victs made a move that turned his 
head the cell sergeant attempted to 


grapple with him and was shot through 
the head. 

With Thomas and Godfrey dead, one 

of the convicts took Miss Foster in his 
arms and another pushed Rice in front, 
and they started for the prison en- 
trance. They had to go through two 
rooms after leaving the Warden's of- 
fice before reaching the entrance, and 
Oates had by this time obtained a gun. 
He exchanged shots with the convicts, 
but he had to be cautious in shooting 
because they were holding Miss Foster 
and Rice in front of them. In the ex- 
change of shots Jack Martin, who was 
fighting beside Oates, received a glanc- 
ing shot in the face. 
“Are you shot?” asked Oates. ‘ Not 
much,”’ was the reply. ‘“‘ But they will 
kill us here. Let's get outside and head 
them off in the entrance.” 

Oates was determined and men were 
bringing guns from the arsenal. He gut 
@ double-barrelled shotgun. and while 
the convicts had stopped for a little 
time in the middle room to tie Rice’s 
hands behind him, Oates made another 
attempt to get at them. He crowded 
to the door and shot, but missed. One 
of the convicts, clinging to the wall, 
pounce up to the door and throwing 

is pistol around the, casing shot the 
deputy through the head. 

During this exchange of shots a bu'let 
had gone through the oak door of the 
first office room that opened into the 
entrance, and, speeding across the west 
wing of the building. where H. H. 
Drover was standing, having emerged a 
moment before from &@ vault where he 
had been developin@ some photographs. 
The bullet pierced his heart and he 
dropped dead, 


Convict Koontz Shot. 


During the exchange of shots with 
Oates convict Koontz was shot. He 
was mortally wounded, but managed 
to keep goirig with the other convicts. 
After Oates fell there was no one 
else armed who could resist them, 
and they dashed to the entrance, un- 
locked the door and waiked out of 
the prison, keeping Miss Foster who 
had received a bullet wound in the 
thigl in front of them. Two guards 
in a tower saw them but the con- 
victs dared them to shoot, and kept 
the stenographer and Rice in the line 
of fire all the time. Not daring to 
shoot, 
hind the protection of the tower as 
the convicts threatened fire. 

A buggy and horse was standing near 
the tower on the, street and the con- 
victs sprang into* the buggy, carrying 
Miss Foster and Rice with them Rf 
this time Koontz was losing strength 
from his wound, and he had to be heipeu 
into the buggy. He sank *to the floor 
of the vehicle in a faint. 

Still holding Miss Foster and Rice as 
shields, Convicts Lane and Reed started

DYING, HE ACCUSES A GIRL. 


Richardson Says Miss Vandergrift 
Stabbed Him on Demand for Ring.

TRENTON, N. J., Jan. 19.—Frederick 
Richardson, a paper hanger of Lamber- 
ton Street, in this city, died to-day of 
blood poisoning from a cut on his thumb 
which, he said, was inflicted by Evelyn 
Vandergrift of Emory Avenue when he 
attempted to force her to return to him 
a ring which he had allowed her to wear 
after he had received it as a gift from a 
club. Last night, when Richardson was 
dying, detectives took the girl to his 

bedside. 

‘““Do you know this young woman?”’ 
he was asked. 

Richardson gasped a moment 
breath and then replied: 

‘* Yes, I know her. She cut me with 
a knife.”’ 

Miss Vandergrift asserted that this 
was false and ran toward the bed 
begging Richardson to take back his 
accusation. She was taken away by the 
detectives and locked up without bail 


to await the action of the Grand Jury. 

According to Miss Vandergrift, when 
Richardson visited her home and tried 
to get back the ring by force she pushed 
him away and he fell upon a lounge and 
the wound on his thumb was made by 
a broken spring. 


FINDS LAMAR AT IT AGAIN. 


Senate Committee Uncovers Him 
and Drops Steel Rebate Inquiry.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—The Senate 
Committee on Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce discovered this afternoon that 
David Lamar had not lost his old-time 
interest in the affairs of Wall Street. 
In making the discovery the committee 
put an abrupt end to what was called 
in some quarters a prettily arranged 
bear raid on the stock of the United 
States Steel Corporation. At the same 
time the committee dropped into the 
waste basket the resolution introduced 
by Senator Lane, a Democrat of Oregon, 
calling for an investigation of alleged 
rebates by the Steel Trust. The resolu- 
tion had been secretly pushed by Mr. 
| Lamar and seemed to be the trump card 
jin his game of high finance. 

Mr. Lamar has been living unosten- 
tatiously in Washington to avoid trial 
in New York on an indictment charg- 
ing impersonation of Representative 
| Palmer of Pennsylvania, Representative 
| Riordan of New York, and others. Mr. 
Lamar had worked with Herman 
| Schulteis, Henry B. Martin, and others 
| of the so-called Anti-Trust League to 
bring on what was later known as the 
Stanley investigation of the Steel Trust 
In some way the proposal for a Steel 
Trust investigation was taken to the 
| White House, but it met with tittle 
encouragement there. Then it was 
taken to Secretary of State Bryan, who 
told his interviewer to put the proposal 
for an inyestigation into writing. 
| Senator Lane, in his resolution, asked 
| that W. H. Green of Creighton, Neb., be 
summoned to tell what he knew of the 
Steel Trust’s business methods, having 
| privately investigated the Steel ‘Trust. 
When the committee invited Mr. Lane 
to give some basis for the proposed in- 
vestigation he angrily refused to say 
anything “he did not. feel like.’ The 
committee laughingly aecided to let the 
matter drop, feeling that Mr. Lane sim- 
ply lacked proof of his charges. 

Mr. Green asked for time to see La- 


mar and others. Then the committee 
dropped the bill.

Statistics Show Heavy Falling Off 
of Railroad Revenues, Espe- 
clally in Eastern District.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—While Pres- 
ident Wilson declined to express him- 
self to-day to interested visitors in re- 
gard to the efforts of the railroads in 
Eastern classification territory to obtain 
permission fro the Interstate Com- 
erce Commissfon for a general in- 


ease of 5 per cent. in their freight 


rates, saying that it would be improper 
for him to do so while the case was 
pending before the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, he commented on business 
conditions throughout the country, how- 
ever, in a way taken to indicate that 
{t would not be displeasing to him if 
the railroads got what they wanted. 

The business situation, Mr. Wilson de- 
clared, should be viewed with confi- 
dence and he would not tolerate the 
suggestion that the tariff was adversely 
responsible for conditions in the busi- 
ness world. The tariff, in his opinion, 
would be helpful to business interests. 

In the course of his remarks, the 
President admitted that business was 
bad in spots, although only in spots, 
and he added to this that the worst 
spots seemed to be the railroads. It 
was this remark, takgn in connection 
with other things attributed to the 
President, that gives ground for the 
feeling that his sympathies are with the 
efforts of the railroads to obtain the 5 
per cent. increase in freizht rates. 

The statement was made by persons 
who talked with tne President that “.e 


had been receiving many letters from 
close personal, political, and business 
friends, emphasizing that the granting 
of the 5 per cent. advance would be 
simple justice to the railroads. These 
letters have pertained particularly to 
Eastern transportation lines. It was 
gathered that the President had bcen 
seeking information on the subject from 
men of affairs with whom he is ac- 
quainted and in whose integrity he has 
the greatest confidence. The impression 
was obtained that the President was of 
the opinion that business conditions 
throughout the country would tend to- 
ward prosperity if the railroad situation 
were remedied. 


Big Falling Off in Revenues. 


The situation which President Wilson 
has inemind respecting the condition 
of the railroads was more clearly dis- 
closed and somewhat emphisized by 
final advance figures covering the op- 
erations of all roads in the country 
having revenues above $1,000,000 each 
during the fiscal year 1913 and during 
the five months which ended Dec. 1. 
This bulletin is based on data compiled 
by the Commission's own experts from 
official reports made to it by the rail- 
roads according to rules of accounting 
prescribed by the Commission. 

It shows a big shrinkage in earnings 
compared with the showing of a year 
ago. 

It shows that the net operating rev- 
enue from rail operations for the whole 
country in November, 1913, was $76,- 
316,601, compared with $90,785,820 in No- 
vember, 1912. This was a loss of $14- 
469,219 In operating revenue from rail 
operations during the thirty-day period 
as compared with the corresponding 
month a year ago. 

It shows that the bulk of this loss 
fell upon the railroads in the Eastern 
district, upon roads in “ official classifi- 
cation territory,” north of the Ohio and 
Potomac Rivers, and east of the Mis- 
sissippi, that are now appealing for per- 
mission to make effective their proposed 
5 per cent. increase in rates. The net 
operating revenue for roads from rail 
operations in the Mastern district in No- 
vember, 1912, was $25,627,722, as com- 
pared with $35,297,227 in November, 
1913. This was a loss’ of $9,669,505. 

It shows that after allowing for auxil- 
lary operations and taking railway tax 
recruits into account, the net operating 
“income” of the roads for the whole 
country in November, 1913, was $64,304,- 
922, as compared with $80,947,397 in 
November, 1912. This represented a loss 
of $16,642,475. 

Again most of this loss fell upon the 
roads of the Eastern district, the bulle- 
tin showing that the net operating 
“income” for roads in the Eastern 
distrite during November, 1913, was 
$20,241,185, as compared with $31,075,782 
in November, 1912. This represented a 
loss of $10,834,597 for roads in the East- 
ern district alone. 

It shows that for the five months end- 
ed Dec. 1 net operating revenue from 
rail operations for the whole United 
States was $427,462,916 in 1913, as com- 
pared with $472,060,602 during the cor- 
responding five-month period the pre- 
ceding year. This was a loss of $44,- 
597,686 for all the big roads of the 
country in five months this year, com- 
pared with 1912. If this is maintained 
unti] next June, it will mean a loss of 
over $105,000,000 for the entire fiscal 
year 1914, as compared with the fiscal 
year 1913. : 

It shows again that the bulk of this 
loss for the five-month period fell upon 
the roads of the Eastern district that 
are seeking the 5 per cent. increase in 
rates. The total operating revenue 
from rail operations for the Eastern 
district roads during the five months 
ended Dec. 1 was $167,738.067, compared 
with $198,992,848 during the correspond- 
ing months of 1912. This was a loss 
of $31,254,781. If maintained till June 
30, the balance of the fiscal year, this 
would mean a loss of approximately 
$75,000,000, compared with the fiscal 
year 1913. 

It shows that, after taking auxillary 
operation into account and making al- 
lowance for railway taxes accruing, the 
net railway operating income for roads 
of the whole country for the five months 
ended Dec. 1 was $371,633,355 in 1913, as 
compared with $423,967,411 in the corre- 
sponding five months of 1912. This 
means a loss of $52,334,076 in net operat- 
ing income, and if maintained for the 
whole year the total loss for the perio’ 
ending June 30 next would approximate 

00,000, as compared with the ycar 
before. 

It shows again that the bulk of the 
loss in net operating income fell upon 
the roads of the Eastern district. After 
allowing for auxiliary operations and 
railway tax accruals the net operating 
“income” for the Eastern district roads 
for the five months period ending Dec. 
1 was $143,248,023 in 1913, as compared 
with $178,452,569 for the five months of 
the year before. This represented a loss 
in net operating income of $35,204,546. 
If this ratio of loss were maintained un- 
til June 30 next the loss would ap- 
proximate $84,000,000 for the fiscal year 
1914 for the Eastern roads, as compared 
with 1913. 


Increase in Taxes. 

Durng the five month ending Dec. 1 
the railroads off the whole country paid 
$55,965,576 in railway taxes, compared 
with $50,429,663 during the like period 
the year before. For the five months

Instructions in Burglary Set 
Down with a List of 500 
Pawn Tickets. | 


When two young men carrying bundles 
along Manhattan Avenue in Brooklyn 
yesterday afternoon ran into Detectives } 
Carroll and Van Gullizer at Ten Eyck 
Street one of them had a sudden attack 
of fight, and, dropping his burden, took | 
to his heels. This started an unexpect- 
ed chase that led eventually to a six- 
room apartment at 93 Grove Street that 
had every appearance of being as richly 
appointed a thieves’ den as was ever 
uncovered in the borough. 

The detectives took in four prisoners 
as members of the gang making this 
their headquarters, they came upon @ 
list of more than 500 pawn tickets, 
they found $3,000 worth of jewelry, 
they examined closets packed with good 
clothing that had come fresh (over the 
transom) from various tailor shops, but 
their best find of all was a carefully 
compiled manual or handbook for burg- 
lars. This was in the form of a small, 
leather -backed memorandum book 
which one of the detectives picked from 


the mantlepiece in the den. 

It was in this book that the list of 500 
pawn tickets had been written, but 
more interesting than that list, with all 
its methodical notations of the things 
pawned and the amounts received, were 
the twenty pages of written instructions 
in the art of burglary. In many cases 
the instructions were illegibie from fast 
writing, in some cases they had been | 
written in an Italian so idiomatic that | 
they baffled the police, and in some} 
cases they were In thieves’ lingo that/| 
made translation necessary. | 

‘What is the best way to pick @ 
lock? ’’ would be a typical question, fol- 
lowed by a categorical answer. 

Here are some samples: 


Question—What is the best way to avoid | 
leaving finger prints? '’ 

Answer—Wear tight leather gloves. 

Question—What is the best way to take 
iron bars from windows? ”’ 

Answer—By chiseling at the cement foun- 
dations. 

Question—What is the best way to dis- 
guise one’s self successfully? ”’ 

Answer—By trying to force some physical 
deformity. 


Question—What is the best way to pre- 
vent a woman screaming? ’’ a’ 
Answer—By throttling her with both 


thumbs on her Adam's apple,

dropped to the street. The youtn 
who droped it fled, but his com- 
panion who carried a duplicate 
bundle was captured, He _ said he 
was Carmine Youran of 745 Park 
Avenue, Brooklyn, but some papers in 
his pocket led the detectives to the 


Grove Street address, a neighborhood in 
which they were surprised to find so 
finely furnished an apartment. 

In it they found two young men taking 
their ease and in one of them, Carroll 
immediately recognized the bearer of 
the discarded tablecloths. This was 
William Calanto of 92 Starr Street and 
his companion was Frank Vettor of 575 
Clover Street. The detectives say that 
Youran and Vettor have both done time 
and all three were locked up charged 
with burglary. 

While the unwelcome visitors were 
examining the closets and drawers of 
the apartment, the door opened and in 
walked a fourth man who, at the sight 
of the detectives, started to back out 
with comic haste. He then hurried to 
assume the appearance of a stranger 
having come to a place for the first 
time but this did not so impress Carroll 
as to prevent his exploring the pockets 
of the newcomer. This search yielded 
six packets of heroin and, postponing 
as unnecessary any attempt to connect 
him with the burglary band, the police 
arrested him on the charge of having 
the drug in his possession. He said he 
was Charles Abel of 189 Boreum Street. 

In the apparently unworn clothing 
found in the apartment was some bear- 
ing the tailor mark of Edward Reimer 
of 172 Central Avenue, Brooklyn, whose 
shop had been robbed two weeks before, 
and from one of their prisoners the 
olice extracted the admission that there 
had been a burglary at another tailor 
shop in Gates Avenue. No one would 
say whence the table cloths had come. 

The youngest vrisoner is Youran, who 
is only 17 years old, yet from the man- 
ner in which the other men spoke to 
him the detectives believe he has been 
the undisputed leader of all the joint 
enterprises. 

The same detectives later in the day 
caught two men whom Mrs. Sarah 
Greenberg had surprised in the hall- 
way of her apartment at 56 Leonard 
Street when she returned from shop- 
ping They had bundles under their 
arms, and they dropped these as they 
brushed past her and started up the 
stairs Her upstairs neighbor, Mrs. 
Bertha Asther, thought she recognized 
one of the fugitives as a man who had 
been caught rifling her own apartment 
two days before. The men fled to the 
roof, and the women ran screaming to 
the windows so that by the time the 
two appeared at the door of the ad- 
joining apartment house a crowd of 100 
blocked the way, and then growing 
gradually to a crowd of 500, raised a 
terrific hue and cry that lasted for 
three blocks, when the hounded pair 
ran straight into the arms of Carroll 
and Van Gullizer. 


6,000 MOB FORD WORKS. 


Six Are Hired; Then Agents Call 
Police to Disperse the Crowd. 


Special to The New York Times, 

DETROIT, Jan. 10,—Six thousand 
job seekers virtually mobbed agents 
of the Ford Motor Company, who to- 
day made the first real attempt to 
hand out the 5,000 additional jobs the 
company has at its disposal under.the 
new eight-hour day. As a result, just 
six of them got places. And the com- 
pany is up against the problem of how 
to get the men it needs to operate its 
plant to full capacity. It is now run- 
ning short-handed. By the change in 
working hours it clipped one hour a 
aay from the time of 15,000 men. On 
the former nine-hour basis this makes 
it short more than 1,500 hands. 

The 6,000 who gathered were orderly 
until the employment office opened. 
Presently two agents came out and 
began to talk with the men in front 
of the door. The crowd was quiet only 
until two employment tickets were 
passed out. traightaway the 6,000 
became a mob.

ALBANY, Jan. 19.—The Delaware & 
Hudson Railroad strike was settled to- 
night, the company surrendering and 
agreeing to reinstate the two discharged 
employes—Engineer James A. Lynch 
and Conductor F. A. Slade—in support 
of whom nearly 5,000 employes went 
out to-day, tying up more than 600 
miles of road. 

The agreement settling the strike, as 
signed by representatives of both sides, 
provided that all the strikers should re- 
turn to duty at once. As soon as the 
agreement was signed, which was at 9 
o’clock, the result was telephoned and 
telegraphed in all directions, and the 
idle men were recalled to work. By 
midnight the road was fairly well in 
operation, and the railroad officials 
declared that trains would be moving as 
usual by daybreak. 

The agreement, as signed by Clifford 
S. Sims, Vice President and General 
Manager, for the company, and by the 
representatives of the five railway 
unions involved, for the employes, fol- 
lows: 


The Terms of Settlement. 


In settlement of the controversy be- 
tween the Delawars & Hudson Cont- 
pany and its engineers, firemen, con- 
ductors, trainmen and _ telegraphers, 
this agreement is entered into this, 
the 19th day of January.

BILL FOR FARM LOAN BUREAU 
Senator Norris Would Have Govern- 


ment Lend Money at 4 Per Cent.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—In an effort 
to forestall the political effect of the 
coming Democratic rural credits bill, 
Senator Norris of Nebraska, a radical 
Republican, to-day introduced a bill un- 
der which the Federal Government 
|would supply farmers with easy money. 
Mr. Norris's measure would permit 
|Government loans on farm mortgages 
at 4 per cent. The Government would 
raise the necessary funds by issuing 
bonds at 3% per cent. 

The bill would create a Bureau of 
Farm Loans in the Department of 
Agriculture, at the head of which would 
be a Director at a salary of $6,000 a 
year and an assistant receiving $4,500. 
This bureau would be empowered to 
make loans on farm lands secured by 
mortgages payable to the bureau. No 
loan would be made on less than ten- 
| acre tracts of land. Such loans would 
}be for sums of $100 or multiples thereof 
ljup to $2,000. 

Money borrowed under the provisions 
of this bill could be used only to make 





payment on land mortgaged, to pay off| 


indebtedness already existing against 
such land, or to build a house, barn or 
other buildings on the land. Under 
certain regulations, an amount not to 
exceed 50 per cent. 
be used to purchase stock and farm 
implements.

HALTED PANIC, SAYS WEEKS

WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—Opposition 
in the Senate to confirming the ap- 
pointment of John Skelton Williams of 
Virginia, now Assistant Secretary of 
the Treasury, as Controller of the Cur- 
rency and as ex-officlo member of the 
Organization Committee and the Federal 
Reserve Board of the regional bank 
system dwindled to the vanishing point 
this afternoon. After less than two 
hours’ debate the Senate, without a roll 
eall, ordered the nomination confirmed. 
In a viva voce vote only the voice of 
Senator Bristow of Kansas was audible 
in the negative. 

Senator Bristow made the one hos- 
tile speech, while three other 
speeches of the executive session were 
in high praise of Mr. Williams's ability. 
They were made by Mr. Reed of Mis- 
souri, Acting Chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Banking and Currency; Mr. Chil- 


ton of West Virginia, and Mr. Martin 
of Virginia, all Democrats. 

Mr. Reed read to the Senate the com- 
mittee’s tindings in regard to inci- 
| dents connected with the taking over 
of the United States Trust Company of 
Washington by the Munsey Trust Com- 
pany, and another local concern, and 
}a@s to Mr. Williams's part in $1,000,000 
of the Government money being depos- 
| ited with the United States Trust Com- 
pany to stem the run on that institu- 
| tion the~ day before the Munsey ‘Trust 
|Company took charge of it. In the 
opinion of Democrats that report com- 
| pletely wiped out the grounds of attack 
;on Mr. Williams. 

Democratic members of the commit- 
tee have said all along that Mr. Will- 
iams made an unanswerable defense of 
his course when he testified last week. 
In evidence of this they passed a mo- 
tion through the Senate lifting the ban 
of secrecy from the evidence before the 
committee. 

An interesting point in the evidence 
was a little statement by Senator Weeks 
of Massachusetts, who was supposed 
to be leading the Republican fight on 
Mr. Williams, in which Mr. Weeks 
| said that he was inclined to think that 
| Mr. Williams had acted properly in 

preventing what might have proved a 
disastrous local crisis in financial circles, 

The course was unprecedented, said Mr. 

Weeks, but he no longer thought it 

was unwarranted. 

The only banker’ who 
throughout to his original strictures 
on Mr. Williams was Milton E. Ailes 
; of the Riggs National Bank of Wash- 
|} ington and the National City Bank of 
New York. He thought Mr. Williams 
too revengeful for a position of such 
power. 

In addition to the testimony bcfore 
the committee, Senatar Swanson of Vir- 
ginis made public a letter from Charles 
Starek, National Bank Examiner in 
New York, Soares certain charges sup- 
posed to have been made by Mr. Ailes. 
Mr. Starek quoted a newspaper as 
saying that Mr. Ailes had told the com- 
mittee that a Vice President of the 
Mechanics and Metals National Bank 
of New York, soon after Mr. Wiiliams 
became Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury, had been ordered by Mr.

Reserve System. 


POLITICS SPOILS BUSINESS 


M. Masson of Credit Lyonnalse and 
James S. Simpson of Liverpool 
Bank at Big Dinner. 


The bankers of this city and their 
guests at the annual dinner of Group 
VIII. of the New York State Bankers’ 
Association filled the entire floor space 
of the grand ballroom at the Waldorf- 
Astoria last night and overflowed into 
the balconies, usually reserved for 
women spectators, until every box was 
given up to a table full of diners. 

This great outpouring was doubtless 
due to the fact that addresses were to 
be made by some of the most eminent 
bankers of England, Germany, and 
France. The enactment of the Federal 
Reserve act, with its partial adoption of 
European banking methods, has given 
an impetus to the study of practices 
not in vogue in this country which 
help to give stability to the money mar- 
kets of London, Berlin, and Paris and 
the New York bankers listened intently 
to the exposition of their workings by 
Prof. Dr. Riesser, President of the 
Hansa League, the great organization 
of German financiers, merchants, ship- 
pers, and manufacturers; Robert Mas- 
son of the Credit Lyonnais and James 
H. Simpson, manager of the Liverpool 
Bank, Limited. 

Each of the speakers modestly dis- 
Claimed a capacity to criticise the Fed- 
eral Reserve act as a system adapted 
to American conditions, but Dr. Riesser 
attacked with some vigor the principle 
wf political control as applied to a cen- 
tral banking organization in general, 
and spoke with pride of the upbuilding 
of German commercial and industrial 
supremacy by a system of interlocking 
relations with the banking community, 
which corresponded pretty closely to 
what in this country has been de- 
Mounced as a ‘“* Money Trust.” Mr. 
Simpson explained how an open dis- 
count market, such as exists in Lon- 
don, and, it is hoped, may grow up 
here under the new law. may be de- 
veloped. 


Letter from President Wilson,

Mr. Alexander, in his opening re- 
marks, referred to the new currency 
law, saying: 

“It is the experience of mankind that 
prudent and wise management and di- 
rection of a system that may not be the 
perfection of reason on its face will pro- 
duce better results than are attained 
by inexperienced or incompetent man- 
agers of a system that, on paper, may 
be perfection itself. Perhaps no board 
or commission ever created by law since 
we have been a nation has had the 
power for weal or for woe that will be 
exercised by the board that is about 
to be created under this act. 

“We believe, however, that it can be 
improved in important particulars, and 
expect ‘that the Congress and the Ex- 
ecutive will provide amendments as 
detects and deficiencies may become ap- 
parent by experience.” 


Dr. Riesser’s Address. 


Dr. Riesser’s subject was “ The Ger- 
man Banks and German Industry.” 
After sketching the German system, he 
brought much applause by saying: 

‘“‘The supervision by high State offi- 
cials guards the prerogatives of the 
State; the management of affairs by 
competent men, appointed for life and 
removable only by disciplinary process, 
protects the Reichsbank against the al- 
Ways objectionable influences emanating 
from politics, and clothes its decisions 
with that independence and steadfast- 
ness, without which the management 
of a central note bank cannot operate 
successfully, and without which it, par- 
ticularly in critical times, cannot claim 
the highly necessary authority. 

“From our point of view a banking 
law is doomed to failure, if it gives any 
power in any important part of the 
management—except in supervision—to 
politics or to leaders in politics, who 
generally lack banking experience. Poli- 
tics may sometimes es the character; 
they will always spoil business. 

‘We are further convinced that all 
banking legislation must in the long 
run suffer shipwreck if, perhaps with 
an eye on popular currents, it excludes 
the expert elements—banks and bank- 
ers—from the management of the cen- 
tral note bank. Or if, in other words, 
it treats them as enemies instead of 
friends. We believe that any banking 
legislation which is guided by purely 
impersonal motves must secure for the 
management of the central bank of issue 
the co-operation, though not the domina- 
tion, of these expert elements, as such 
a@ bank can only fulfill its duties to the 
nation when working hand in hand with 
the other banks. When I want to build 
a house, I call in architects and brick- 
layers, not fiddlers—not even good fid- 
diers.”’ 


Banks Helped Germany. 


“The present wonderfui prosperty 
of German industry,’’ he continued, “ is 
to a very high degree due to the faith- 
ful support which it has at all times 
received at the hands of the banks and 


bankers. Any desire on the part of inex- 
erienced professional or habitual sav- 
ors of the country to disturb or weaken 
this close fiduciary relationship as it 
has developed to the mutual benefit of 
both parties in Germany, and to sacri- 
fice the same for the sake of any pre- 

neeived notions or pressure from an- 
capitalistic currents, would equal the 
wisdom of the man sawing off the 
branch on which he was sitting. 

“A law concting, for example, the 

roposal—which originated in America— 
hat industrial enterprises should be 
prohibited; from dealing exclusively 
with their regular banking connection, 
and should be cvmpeilled to dispose py

very worst calibre, fraught with great 
dangers. 

“In times of trouble such a measure 
would rob industry of its best friends, 
who, in taking charge of such securi- 
ties, are not out for the profits of a 
ingle transaction, like an outside bid- 
Sar on a special occasion.

Close Industrial Connection. 


‘The influence exercised by industrial 
concentration and by banking concen- 
tration was always mutual, and leader- 


ship at times was in the hands of the 
banks and at times in those of industry. 
At present the latter has got so strong 
by concentration that one of its fore- 
most leaders was fully justified in say- 
ing: ‘Once upon a time we ran after 
the banks; now they run after us.’ 

“That the influence was mutual is 
shown especially also by the fact that 
every industrial agglomeration has 
either at once, or as time went on, re- 
acted upon the constitution of the bank- 
ing groups behind it. Inversely every 
change in the constitution of these 
banking groups subsequently reacted 
upon the industrial constellation, as 
every bank coming into the fold en- 
deavored to introduce into it the indus- 
trial enterprises under its wing. 

‘** And so we find here, too, a kaleido- 
scopic interchange of mutual influences 
between industrial and banking concen- 
tration, which constantly discloses new 
shapes and combinations in a manner 
uncommonly attractive to an attentive 
observer. 

‘This enormous development will and 
must, however, be subject to certain 
fundamental truths, exactly as the de- 
velopment of all individuals. 

“The first is, there are no unlimited 
possibilities. All that is, has its iimits, 
which may“hot be exceeded if self-de- 
struction is to be avoided; even though 
for some prominent individua!s and for 
some prominent political or economic en- 
tities these limits may be drawn in- 
finitely wider than for the ordinary type. 

*“*The second fundamental truth is: 
All human beings and al! associations 
of human beings will sooner or later 
perish ignominiously, unless they re- 
member every day of their existence 
and at every stage of their development 
that there !s something higher than 
the exclusive pursuit of one-sided and 
egoistic professional and private inter- 
ests, namely, regard for the public wel- 
fare and for our greatest and dearest 
possession, our country.’”’ 


M, Masson on Conditions, 


M. Masson, after detailing the French 
financial system, said: 

“We express the sincere desire that 
your new monetary system may bring 
the same advantages to you. It will de 
a@ great relief for all concerned to know 
that the American market will hence- 
forth be spared the anxieties of 1907, 

“ Your decision has come at the right 
moment. For crises—or let us say, less 
dramatically, disturbances in the moncy 
market—are apt to recur. Many peopieé 
even believe that something of the sort 
may put in an appearance in 
future. 

**T will not venture to express an opin- 
ion on that point, as I am not a prophet, 
but I feel that you would have ground 
for reproaching me if I omitted to adda 
few words about the way in which we 
consider the present extraordinary and, 
in certain respects, unprecedented fi- 
nancial situation of the world.”’ 

Speaking of the world-wide phenome- 
non of the great and growing demand 
for capital, M. Masson said: 

‘““A new factor has to be taken into 
account: practically all the nations in 
the world are in want of money on an 
unprecedented scale. Most of them 
because they must keep up their arma- | 
ments on a level with those of their | 
neighbors—and comparatively fortunate} 
are those who spend their money with- 
in their own boundaries; many of them 
because they have entered on the path 
of specialization and nationalization— 
and in this respect the low rates pre- 
vailing a few years ago constituted 
for them a dangerous incentive, while} 
the high rates ruling at present are apt} 
to be a healthy deterrent.” 


International Bill Market. 


Mr. Simpson told how the discount 
market in London operated, and said: 
“I do not hesitate to say that the ex- 
istence of a strong, wide, international 
bill market is the best channel for the 
temporary employment of banking re- 
serves and the best protection against 
overtrading and against a foreign de- 
mand for gold.

here does not succeed in attracting any 
large amount of foreign capital. If I 
may be allowed to speak with perfect 
freedom, I cannot help feeling that a 
country of the enormous commercial 
importance of the United States ought 
to have a large internationa! bill mar- 
ket. In fact, I believe that circum- 
stances will compel you to develop one. 
Germany has succeeded in effecting 
this. I believe that if the proper meas- 
ures were adopted the same thing could 
be done here. 

‘The advantages to you of such a mar- 
ket would be the same advantages that 
we possess, namely, liquid employment 
for short money; power to meet de- 
mands for money without disorgarizing 
Stock Exchange prices; power to check 
overtrading at home, and, final'y, power 
to check a foreign drain of gold. 

** Having with great deference thrown 
out these suggestions I leave them with 
you for consideration, and I should like 
to say that you have in the United 
States not only a body of men including 
Paul Warburg, who are experts on this 
question, but you have in the splendid 
reports issued by your National Mone- 
tary Commission a storehouse of infor- 
mation on the subject of the European 
discount markets which will give you 
all the guidance you may need if you 
decide to take steps in the direction I 
have ventured to indicate. 

“So far as the effect upon’ cther 
countries is concerned, of the creation 
an American international discount 
market, of course, the result mey be 
that some business will be diverted trom 
the other international markets. But 
this will be more. than counteracted by 
the additional stability which will be 
given to the money markets of the 
world by the existence in America of a 
stro®g and flexible discount market.

FIND THIRD TYPHUS CASE. 


Passenger from the Franz Josef Put 
in Quarantine Here. 


Another transatlantic liner, the 
third within two weeks, arrived at 
Quarantine yesterday with a case of 
typus fever among her passengers. 
The ship was the Kaiser Franz Josef 
of the Austro-American Line, a sis- 
ter ship of the Belvidere, on which 
typus fever was discovered last Sat- 
urday. Both ships touched at a 
Greek port on the voyage to this 
country, and it was there it was 
thought that the germs of the disease 
came on board. 

The erson who was ill on the 
Kaiser Franz Josef was removed to 
Swinburne. Island for treatment, and 
149 other passengers, all of them in 
the steerage, who had been exposed 
to the infection were taken to Hoff- 
man Island for observation. The 
patient sent to Swinburne Island was 
a former Montenegrin soldier. 

“The source of the typhus fever,” 
said Dr. O’Connell, the Health Officer 
of the Port, yesterday, ‘‘seems to be 
the Greek port of Patras. 

“Tt. is significant that the case

Mutilated Check Figures in Graft 
Inquiry—cC. F. Murphy, Jr., Makes 
Promise by Telegraph. 


Further testimony showing how suc- 
cessful contractors on State roads were 
preyed upon by »oliticians was given 
yesterday in District Attorney Whuit- 
man’s John Doe graft investigation. 
Ten witnesses were examined by As- 
sistant District Attorney Clark. Much 
of their testmony will be sent to the 
District Attorneys of the gounties most 
concerned. The new evidence involves 
well-known. politicians, 

Charles F. Murphy, Jr., nephew of 
the Tammany leader, figured in the 
testimony as a man of influence in the 
State Highway Department as late as 
August, 1913. 

There was a stir in the courtroom 
when Richard W. Sherman of Utica, 
brother of the late Vice President of 


the United States and ex-Mayor of 
Utica, was named as a collector for the 
Democratic Party in 1911. Another in- 
cident of the day's proceedings which 
caused much comment was the intro- 
duction as evidence of the mutilated 
check of a corporation. The check is in 
District Attorney Whitman's possession, 
A signature of indorsement, it is evi- 
dent, was erased clumsily by the use 
of acids. The check was for a cam- 
palgn contribution solicited, according 
to the evidence, by Everett Fowler, the 
bagman who roamed the.State in the 
interests of the Democratic State Com- 
mittee in 1911 and 1912. 

Ex-Gov. Sulzer was under subpoena to 
appear yesterday, but legislative busi- 
ness interfered with his plans. He sent 
word, however, that he might be able 
to appear on Wednesday and the inquiry 
will be resumed at 2:30 o’clock to-mor- 
row to suit Sulzer’s convenience. It is 
expected that Sulzer will spend the aft- 
ernoon on the witness stand. The ques- 
tions will relate to Sulzer’s relations 
with Charles F. Murphy, James E. Gaff- 
ney, James C. Stewart, the contractor; 
members of the Canal Board, and with 
George H. McGuire and james K. Mc- 
Guire. 

Murphy, Jr., Makes a Promise. 


Daniel L. Mott, a young contractor of 
Utica, told about the activities of C. F. 
Murphy, Jr: 

It was on Aug. 19, 1913, that Mott 
received notice from the Highway De- 
partment that he was the lowest bidder 


on a $100,000 road contract in Oneida 
County. He was questioned by Mr. 
Clark. 

Q.—To whom 
business for this contract? 
Mr. Kernan in Utica, 

Q.—Did any one else solicit this business? 
A.--Yes, a number of persons, The most 
persistent, however, were Charles F, Murphy, 
Jr., and McGuire & Co. They sent me a 
nutnber of letters and telegrams. 
one of the telegrams in particular. It was 
from Charles F, Murphy, Jr. He said: ‘If 
you just say the word we'll see that your 
contract is signed to-day.’’ 

Q.—And you didn’t give it to Murphy? A, 
~No, I didn’t. 

Q.—And was your contract signed shortly? 
A.—No, Sir; I had to wait three weeks, 

After work on this contract was com- 
pleted, Mott testified, he had to wait 
eight months to get his final payment 
of $10,000. He received no interest on 
this $10,000. * 

“Wasn't that delay directly connected 
in your mind with your refusal to pay?” 
asked Mr. Clark. 

“IT thought it was,’’ replied the wit- 
ness. 

James W. Johnston of Utica told of 
the experience with Richard W. Sher- 
man. Johnston is a Republican and 
the brother of the late Vice President 
is a Democrat. 

“TI got a $27,000 contract for a road in 
Herkimer,” said Johnston, ‘* I completed 
the road in June, 191i, and shortiy be- 
fore the election Sherman asked me for 
a cortribution for the Democratic Party, 
He said: ‘If you don’t make any con- 
tribution you won't get any accommo- 
daticns in Albany.’ I told him it was 
against my principles to contribute to 
the Democratic Party and I told him 
that I positively would not contribute 
anything. And I didn’t.” 

“Did you have any 
that?’’ asked Mr. Clark. 

‘“*T did,” replied the witness, and he 
produced a score of letters tending to 
bear out his assertion. It was a long 
time, he said, before he got the final 
payment on his contract. 


Says Acid Was Used on Check. 


Joseph F. Ribstein, a contractor of 
Rochester, and Harry W. Rosenblum, 
an examiner of State transfers in the 
Tax Department, were called with ref- 
erence to the mutilated corporation 
check which had come into District At- 
torney Whitman's possession. Their tes- 
timony 
timony given on Dec. 
Friederich of Rochester. Friederich and 
Ribstein formerly were members of 


Julius Friederich & Co., Ine., road con- 
tractors, who obtained contracts 
amounting to $300,000 in 1911 and 1912. 
Friederich and Ribstein are not on good 
terms. Friederich had _ testified 
Fowler collected $250 in 1911, and that 
in 1912 he demanded $500. The $250 
contribution was divided between Rib- 
stein and himself, Friederich testified, 
whereas the $500 was taken to Fowler 
by a man of the name of Rosenblum. 
Friederich testified that he had made 
out his corporation’s check ‘‘to cash "’ 
for $500, that Rosenblum had cashed 
this check, and that Rosenblum, so far 
as he knew, had then taken the cash 
to Fowler. 

Quite a different story was told yes- 
terday. Ribstein said that he had never 
consented to any payment to Fowler 
and said that the corporation never had 
made a $500 contribution. The $500 had 
been given by Friederich alone he said. 

Mr. Clark then produced the can- 
celed $500 check. It was drawn on tne 
National Bank* of Commerce of Roch- 
ester. It was made out to “ Cash” and 
bore the signature of Julius Friederich 
& Co., Incorporated, and aiso the name 
of Julius Friederich as President of the 
corporation. On the back,near the top 
could be seen the vague outlines of a 
name. The initials “‘H” and “*‘ R” were 
quite distinct, and then followed in 
Toe outline a name beginning with 
ao.” 

“An attempt to erase an indorsement 
on this check by acid has been made,” 
said Mr. Clark, passing the check to 
Chief Magistrate McAdoo. “It is a 
crime; of course, to alter the records of 
a corporation."”’ Mr. Clark questioned 
the witness. 

Q.—When did you first see this check? A.— 
About ten days ago; that is, immediately 
after Mr. Friederich testified here. Miss 
Gertrude Robbins, my niece and bookkeeper, 
produced the check from the files and showed 
it to me, 

Q.—Was the acid erasure on the check 
when you first saw it? A.—yYes, Sir. 

Q.—You know that constitutes an alteration 
in the corporation's record, don’t you? A.— 
oad — that, but I don’t know anything

Harry W. Rosenblum then was called 
and identified the mutilated check as 
one which Friederich had handed to him 
which he himself had indorsed and 
cashed at the National Commercial 
Bank in Rochester. This was his story: 

“*In October, 1912, Friederich met me 
on the street and we went into a cigar 
store and Friederich said: ‘I’m in a 
fix. I need $500.’ I said I’d have some 
money in a few days and that I would 
give him my personal check and date it 
ahead a few a He said he wanted 
the money for Fowler. I went to the 
Powers Hotel, where Fowler was stay- 
ing. I knew him by sight. I told 
Fowler that Friederich had sent me to 
give him and he told me to make 
out the check to Arthur A. McLean, 
I did. Three days later Mr. Friederich 
gave me a check for $500 made out to 
cash and signed by him.’’ 

Rosenblum’s personal check to Mc- 
Lean was also put in evidence. 

“It seems as if these people tried to 
evade the corporation law,’ said the 
Chief Magistrate, “ but one of the mem- 
bers of the corporation denies knowl- 
edge of the alteration.” 
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hearing were Humphrey Courtney, a 
contractor of Atlanta, N. Y.; L. V. 
Rosencranz, Inspector of Highways, 
Weyland, N. Y.; John Gill, contractor 
of Weyland; Chester J. Myers Utica; 
William Beiermeister, Albany, and

Contractors Courtney and Gill are 
members of the Atlanta Construction 
Company, Incorporated. Courtney is a 
Democratic County Committeeman in 
Steuben County.’ Their firm did road 
work amounting to $200,000 in 1912. 
Courtney said that he made a $300 po- 
litical contribution in 1912 -to James C. 
McGreevey, a State employe in the Tax 
Department. McGreevey was collecting 
for the Steuben County Committee, 
Courtney said. 

Chester J. Myers is the first assistant 
engineer of the Utica Division of the 
Highway Department and is a Prog- 
ressive. He received letters from Boss 
Kelley of Syracuse. His pay is $7 a day. 

“IT understood,’”’ said Myers, ‘“ that 
Kelley had a list in his office, and that 
the first assistant engineers were down 
on the list for $100 to $125 cach. I gave 
$100. I understood that even the labor- 
ers on the roads were eerens.” 

‘“‘How much did you give to the Pro- 
gressives—yoyr own party?” 

“Only $5.” 

‘“*So the $5 represented your convic- 
tions and the $100 your fears—was that 
it?’’ asked Mr. Clark. 

“That’s nearly right,’’ replied the 
witness. 

L. B. McCabe of the Hendrickson & 
McCabe Construction Company of Spen- 
cerport, Y., said that Fowler had 
asked him for $1,000 in 1912, but that 
they had compromised on $100. His 
check, he said, was made out to Arthur 
A. McLean and was signed by the cor- 
poration and by himself and C. K, Hen- 
drickson his business associate. The 
contribution. was solicited by Fowler, 
McCabe said, in the Powers Hotel in 
Utica. 


SHERMAN HAS STATE OFFICE, 


Twice Mayor of Utica, He Now Is 
Conservation Commission Engineer.

UTICA, Jan. 19.—Richard W. Sherman 
has twice been Mayor of Utica and 1s 
now the engineer of the State Conserva- 
tion Commission at a salary of $7,000 a 
year. He was appointed by Gov. Dix. 
Mr. Sherman formeriy was President of 
the Troy Contracting Company, with 
headquarters in this city. At one time 
his company had a contract for work 
in New York. 

He has been an active Democrat. 

James W. Johnson, the contractor, 
has been engaged in work in this city 
for several years, He is a Republican, 
but not active in politics. 


GLYNN WANTS RESULTS NOW. 


Has Been Patient, but Says That 
Osborne Now Must Show Results. 


Gov. Martin H. Glynn, who came to 
the city to confer with several well- 
known men regarding a plan to estab- 
lish a rural credit system through a 
‘‘farmers’ bank” in co-operation with 
societies in every county in the State, 
talked yesterday about his graft inves- 


tigation. The Governor said that ulti- 
mately he expected to get results. John 
H. Delaney, he asserts, had not been 
asked to take part in the high way in- 
vestigation. James W. Osborne, he said, 
would be replaced if his work was not 
satisfactory. 

“TI don’t think any one appreciates 
the difficulty there is in getting just 
the counsel you want to take a job like 
the present investigation,’ said Gov. 
Glynn. ‘“‘ When I took office I began to 
look for cousel. First I asked two at- 
torneys whom I knew personally to take 
up the work, but both declined. Of 
those recommended to me, Mr. Osborne 
seemed on the whole the best man avail- 
After having delayed in an effort 
to persuade those I had selected origin- 
ally to take up the work, I finally sent 
for him and told him what I wanted. 

‘“‘He told me that he thought he was 
peculiarly fitted for the work, in view 
of his recent experiences, and after some 
discussion we closed. But at the out- 
set he told me that he was engaged in 
certain litigation and must finish it. 
The time he fixed has been considerably 
exceeded, despite the fact that I have 
personally helped in settling one case 
out of court. But he tells me now that 
this week will see his law_ business 
closed out and that he then will come to 
Albany and devote his whole time to the 
investigation, and he believes he can 
produce results in three weeks. 

“Tf I had displaced Mr. Osborne after 
he had got started I would have been 
criticised and accused of having called 
him off just‘as he was beginning to get 
somewhere. I trust Osborne. I believe 
he is going to make good, but I recog- 
nize, and he does quite ag well, that the 
delays have embarrassed me seriously, 
and that there must be results. Mr. 
Osborne is coming to Albany next Mon- 
day. He says that in three weeks he 
will show real results. I believe him, 
and he will have the chance, and I shall 
do all I can to help him, but if at the 
end of that time he does-not get re- 
sults I shall have to go another man, 
and I will.” 

‘““As to Delaney, there never was any 
intention on my part to have him share 
in the highway investigation. The two 
cases that he handled last week came 
to him in the routine of his office. I 
didn’t know about them until he got 
into them. Then, of course, I approved 
of hig action. But Mr. Delaney goes to 
Buffalo this week to begin the investi- 
gation of State institutions, which is a 
part of the routine of his office, and 
his connection with the highway cases 
is ended. 

‘‘T hope that the action on Saturday 
will demonstrate that there is no inten- 
tion on my part to shield any one. I 
realize that the delay has provoked 
criticism, of which I do not complain. 
If we get results in the end it may 
prove a good thing. But so far as I can 
see I am doing the best I can. I recog- 
nize that this is the biggest thing in 
public life, and I don’t mean to fall 
down on it. For the moment and un- 
der the circumstances I can only hope 
that the public will be patient for just 
a little longer." 


NEW GRAFT HUNTS. 


Four Resolutions Demanding Them 
Introduced at Albany. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, Jan. 19.—Four resolutions 
looking to new investigations of graft 
and inefficiency in the State depart- 
ments were presented to the Repub- 
lican Assembly when it reconvened to- 
night. 

They were introduced by Harold J. 
Hinman, majority leader ; Michael 
Schaap, Progressive leader; Andrew P. 
Murphy, a Progressive from the Nine- 
teenth New York District and Wil- 
liam Sulzer. 

The Hinman resolution, which is the 
one most likely to pass, calls for the 
appointment of a joint committee of 
three Senators and five Assemblymen, 
with an appropriation of $25,000 and all 
the usual powers of a legislative com- 
mittee to investigate the administration 
of the State Highway Department ana 
report to the present Legislature with 
SPCOCERIERER IONS for remedial legisla- 

on. 

As the resolution in a preamble 
“points with pride” to the administra. 
tion of the department under the first 
bi-partisan highway commission ap- 
pointed by Gov. Hughes, it lends color 
to rumors which have been in circula- 
tion at the Capitol for some days, to 
the effect that the Republican Assem- 
bly and the Democratic Senate might 
agree on a measure providing for a bi- 
partisan highway commission 

Such a law would legislate John N. 
Carlisle, the present Commissioner, out 
of office. He never has been popular 
with Tammany, and it is needless to 
say the Republicans would favor an 
amendment to the present law whieh 
would gi them some of the rich pat- 
ronage of this department. On the other 
hand, a bi-partisan commission would 
divide responsibility, so that the work 
of the Highway Department would not 
always be the target for the party out 
of power. 

Mr. Schaap's resolution provides for 
an investigation of not only the highway. 
but other State departments by a com- 
mittee of seven Assemblymen. It calls 
for the co-operation of John A. Hen- 
nessey as chief investigator of any com- 
mittee that is appointed. 

The Sulzer resolution, which has al- 
ready been published in Tue Timms, calls 
for a State-wide graft hunt by an As- 
sembly committee of seven members.

DRINKING PLACES FEWER. 


Decrease In Manhattan and Brook- 
lyn Last Year 109. 


ALBANY, Jan. 19.—There are now 
918 less drinking places in the State 
than in 1896, when the present excise 
law was passed. The total number now 
is 23,472. In Manhattan and Brooklyn 


the total decrease last year was 109. 

At this rate of decrease William W. 
Farley, State Commissioner of Excise, 
estimates that the limit of one drinking 
place to each 500 of population will be 
reached in six or elght years. When 
the law became effective there was one 
license to each 373.6 of population, and 
now the ratio is one to 382.2.

142,557.

The novelty of last night's 
strike, however, according to Leander 
Richardson, Mr. Bardy’s representative 
at the Playhouse, was that the stage 
hands demanded that both the “ road ”’ 
and ‘“‘ home’’ crews be allowed to work, 
whereas in the past their demand has 
been only that both be paid. 

Mr. Brady accepted the demands of

That Count’’ moved from Maxine El- 
liott’s Theatre to the Playhouse, but 
because he thought two forces of men 
would get in each other’s way he had 
told the “ road" crew to stay away 
from the theatre. Last Friday Mr. 
Brady learned that members of the 
‘‘road’”’ crew, who had been paid regu- | 
larly from their first employment, were 
working behind the scenes in the Play- 
house, and he ordered them out of the 
theatre, telling them again that he 
would pay them each week, but did not 
want them to work.

HIS FATHER’S WILL 


Son of “Tammany Harmonizer” 
Said to Object to Bequest 
to Mrs. O’Brien. 


ESTATE WORTH $2,000,000 


Young Fox, It Is Asserted, Expected 
His Daughter Would Be the 
Principal Heir. 


The will of John Fox, known as the 
“harmonizer of Tammany Hall,” was 
read yesterday at his home, 10 Hast 
Fiftieth Street. According to counsel, the 
testator’s son, John Fox, Jr., knew noth- 
ing of the contents of the will until 
it was read, and no decision was at- 
tained as to a contest. 

According to the will, John Fox, Jr., 
is to enjoy the income from one-third 
of the residuary estate, exclusive of the 
Fox country estate known as “Fox- 
hurst,” at Baldwin, L. I. 

The country estate of Foxhurst 
was left to the granddaughter, Miss 
Eleanor B. Fox, and to Mrs. Katherine 
O’Brien. It is valued at $500,000. After 
several minor bequests, the residue was 
left in trust to be divided into three 
equal parts. The income of one part is 
left to Eleanor B. Fox for life, the in- 


| come of another part to Mrs. Katherine 


O’Brien for life, and the income of the 
third part to John Fox, Jr., for life. 
Other bequests were: Cardinal Far- 
ley, $2,000; Mgr.

ZIONISTS ANSWER NATHAN. 


American Federation Committee 
Issues a Statement. 


The Executive Committee of the Fed- 
eration of American Zionists held a 
meeting last night at the Jewish Insti- 
tute in Second Avenue to discuss the 
charges in a pamphlet by Dr. Paul 
Nathan, parts of which were cabled to 
THe Times from Berlin, attacking what 
he describes as “overwrought Jewish 
nationalist chauvinism’ in Palestine 


and charging that Zionists there were 
carying on a campaign of terrorism. 

The trouble, according to a statement 
drafted at the meeting of the Federation 
Committee last night, is that the Ger- 
man directors of the Haifa Ted¢hnical 
Institute, which is the centre of the 
controversy, ruled arbitarily that Ger- 
man and not Hebrew should be the pre- 
dominant language. To the fund of the 
Haifa Technical Institute, the statement 
said, the late K. Wizzotsky, a Russian 
Jewish Zionist, gave 430.000 marks, 
Jacob H. Schiff 420,000 marks, the Jew- 
ish National Fund (Zionist) 133,000 
marks and German Jews only 133,000 
marks.

PARIS, Tuesday, Jan. 20—A boy of 
16, named Edward Edwards, who is 
said by Le Figaro to be the son of a 
wealthy American banker living with 
his family in the Avenue de Villiers 
and by Le Matin to be the son of a 
well-known New York merchant, who 
came to France with his wife and 
three children so that the children 
might learn French, appeared in the 
Eighth Correctional Court yesterday 
with two other boys of the same age, 
named Fournier and Vaillot. They 
were charged with demanding, with 
threats, the sum of $6,000 from Mme. 
Del Val, who lives in the Avenue 
Kléber. 

The evidence showed that the boys, 
influenced by sensational literature 
and moving-picture films, decided to 
emulate the exploits they had read 
about and seen. They wrote to Mme. 
Del Val, threatening to kill her little 
son unless she met them under the 
Arc de Triomphe with the $6,000. The 
document was signed “ A Member of 
the Black Hand.” 

M. Del Val put the matter in the 
hands of the police, with the result 
that on keeping the appointment the 
youthful desperadoes were arrested. 
When asked in court what they»pur- 
posed to do with the money they said 
that they never expected to obtain it. 
Edwards explained that they entered 
| into the affair as a joke, the idea be- 
jing to strike terror into some one. 
|The court, however, took a serious 
| view of the offense, and sentenced 
Edwards to a year’s imprisonment, and 
the other boys to six months in jail. 
The lads, however, benefit by the 
| Béranger law, and as long as they 


remain on their good behavior the 
sentences will not be enforced.

Jesse Collings, who from the laborer’s 


cottage of his father in Devonshire rose 
to be a member of the Privy Council, 
has decided to follow into retirement. his 
leader, Joseph Chamberlain, who a few 
days ago announced that he was about 
to give up political life. Mr. Collings 
said to-day that he would not at the 
next election renew his candidacy for 
the Bordesley wivision of Birmingham, 
which he has represented in Parliament 
since 1886.

SEA SAFETY AGREEMENT. 


Convention to be Signed To-day— 
Dec. 14 Time Limit for Ratification. 


By Marceni Transatlantic Wirelese Tele- 
graph to The New York Times. 

LONDON, Jan. 19.—The delegates to 
the International Conference on the 
Safety of Ships at Sea will hold their 
final meeting to-morrow for the pur- 
pose of putting their formal signa- 
tures to the recommendations of the 
conference. 

At to-day’s meetings the delegates 
adopted amid cheers the reports and 
recommendations from four commit- 
tees which dealt with separate 
branches of the work of the confer- 
ence. 


LONDON, Jan. 19.—December 14, 
1914, is the time limit set for the ac- 
ceptance by the various countries con- 
cerned in the convention drawn up and 
unanimously adopted by the Revision 
Committee of the International Confer- 
ence on Safety at Sea, which practically 
concluded its labors at the Foreign Of- 
fice to-night. If the treaty is approved 
it will go into effect on July 4, 1915. 

The convention is to be signed by all 
the commissioners to the conference at 
4 o’clock to-morrow afternoon, after 
which it will be sent for approval to 
the legislative bodies of the various 
countries concerned. 

Among the proposals accepted by the 
conference was Rear Admiral Washing- 
ton L. Capps’s system of making ships, 
so far as practicable, unsinkable. The 
United States naval officer’s plan, which 
received great praise, divides a ship 
into side and crosswise compartments, 
each of them being water tight. 

The question of wireless telegraphy 
equipment was settled by exempting 
ships carrying fewer than fifty pas- 
gengers and also vessels plying within 
100 miles of the shore from carrying 
wireless apparatus. 

A special miniature life saving ap- 
paratus for children was approved. 

The closing session of the conference 
to-morrow will be addressed by Lord 
Mersey, President of the conference; 
Sydney C. Buxton, President of the 
Board of Trade; United States Senator 
J. Hamilton Lewis, Prof. A. B. Alex- 
ander of Washington, D. C., and M. 
Gegnier of France. 

On the motion of Prof. Alexander it 
was agreed that the proceedings of the 
conference be given in full to the news- 
papers as soon as the treaty is signed 
to-morrow afternoon. 


REAL BOA IN HOTEL ROOM.

Although men Nke Reinach, Clemen- 
ceau, and Zola were prosecuted by the 
French Government for their advocacy 
of Dreyfus, Georges Picquart has been 
generally regarded as the principal mar- 
tyr of the cause. 

When he succeeded Col. Sandherr as 
the Chief of the Secret Intelligence Bu- 
reau in June, 1895, Gen. Piequart was a 
firm believer in the guilt of Dreyfus. He 
had oceupied the post but a few days, 
however, when one of his spies brought 
in from the German Embassy a letter 
card which proved that Esterhazy was 
in secret communication with the Ger- 
man Military Attaché. Picquart’s in- 
vestigations first had the approval of his 
immediate superior, Gen. Gonse, but 
later both Gen. Gonse and the Chief of 
the General Staff, Gen. de Boisdeffre, 
hampered and discouraged him in every 
way. Gen. Picquart finally demanded 
the arrest of Esterhazy as the real au- 
thor of the famous “ bordereau.'’ There 
quickly followed an order djrecting Pie- 
uart to go on a mission ta the west of 

ance. ater he was sent to Tunis, 

Afterward Picquart found that he was 
the object of a plot to ruin him by im- 
plicating him in an alleged attempt to 
substitute Esterhazy for Dreyfus as the 
writer of the bordereau. Hle consulted 
Maitre Leblois and placed in his hands 
a sealed packet containing the proofs of 
Esterhazy’s guilt and his own innocence, 
Then Picquart was recalled to Paris as 
a witness at the Esterhazy court-martial, 
and there he was accused of communi- 
cating to an unauthorized person the se- 
erets of his office. He was convicted 
and sentenced to dismissal from the 
army. 

In June, 1898, Picquart was again 
brought before a court-martial on a 
technicality because of his efforts on be- 
half of Dreyfus and was put in prison, 
where he remained until June 8, 1899, 
when he was provisionally released.

From this telegram it is believed that 
Tinker is weakening and is not so confi- 
dent of the Federal League’s welfare as 
he was. So many major league players 
have turned Tinker down during the last 
week that it is believed he will think 
better of the Brooklyns’ offer, Tinker 
probably realizes that if the Federal 
League fails to make good, he would be 
welcomed back to the ranks of organized 
baseball, and, knowing this, he has not 
hesitated to make as much publicity as 
possible over the so-called war on the 
major leagues. If Tinker comes back 
to Brooklyn he knows that all this talk 
about him will make him a bigger 
drawing card than ever.

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AMERICAN OLYMPIC 
FUND IS STARTED 


A. A. U. President Calls for 
$2,000 from Union's Treas- 
ury for Berlin Games. 


The apathy exhibited by England and 
Germany as nations in respect to the 
next Olympic games, to be held in Ber- 
lin in 1916, evidently has had a stimu- 
lating effect rather than a deterring one 
on the movement in the United States. 
The announcement was made yester- 
day that the Amateur Athletic Union, 
| the governing body of amateur athlet- 
ics in this country, would donate $2,000 
to start the fund which will be required 
to send the United States team to Ber- 
lin. This donation will in all likelihood 
| be followed by similar sums from the 
usual sources long before the time ar- 
rives for the selection of the members 


of the team. 
Last week it was announced from 


Berlin and London that the movements 
|to have formidable representations at 
|the big games were far from popular 
among the substantial classes of the two 
| nations, The Socialists in the Reichstag 
voted down a motion for a fund from 
the national treasury to carry out the 
elaborate plans for the games which 
Emperor William hag announced will be 
the greatest of modern Olympic meets. 
This set back on the part of the German 
legislators will hardly prevent any 
serious hitch in the plans of the Athletic 
Union, for wealthy Germans have aus- 
sured the German Olympic Committtee 
of their financial support. 

In England, however, a totally dif- 
ferent state of affairs exists, as to all 
appearances the participation of a team 
to represent Great Britain in the Berlin 
sports has never been popularly re- 
celved. Among some of the sportsmen 
in the tight little Isle the games were 
declared to have too.much of a profes- 
sional side to be worthy the serious 
competitive attention of Englishmen, 
while with others it was the opinion 
that if England could not be repre- 
sented by a winning team it were better 
not to have any sort of representation. 

Up to last week when it was spread 
broadcast that the committee in charge 
of the proposed fund started 2 the 
Duke of Westminster admitted that it 
was futile to continue its quest for the 
amount of money asked for in support 
of the 1916 British Olympic team, it was 
fancied that there was little doubt of 
England’s being represented, and well 
represented, despite the apathy in con- 
nection with funds, . 
It now develops that the 
wisdom spoken by James E, Sullivan 
to members of the British Olympic 
Council when he was in England last 
year immediately following the an- 
nouncement at the request for $500,000 
to create a crack British team con- 
tained much truth, which has since 
been brought home to the originators of 
the scheme. At that time Sullivan told 
the members of the council that he felt 
that they had made a great mistake in 
asking for such a large sum, as in the 
event of their inability to secure any- 
thing like the amount it would look like 
a failure. 

In furtherance of the plan to safeguard 
American interests in the coming games, 
| President Alfred J, Lill, Jr., of the Ama- 
| teur Athletic Union yesterday instructed 
James E. Sullivan, Secretary of the 
union, to issue a call for a mail vote on 
'the proposition to give $2,000 to the 
American Olympie Committee as the 

nucleus of a Lape for the United States 
team. 

It is thought that the various associa- 
tions and officers of the organizations 
will vote unanimously in favor of the 
donation. 

In addition, the individual clubs of the 
union will be requested to subscribe 
direct to the Olympic team fund, pledg- 
ing a given sum to the Olympic Com- 
mittee Treasurer, Julian Curtis, to be 

aid in full or in instalments, as may 

%e convenient. 

It ts estimated that more than $150,- 
000 will be necessary to transport and 
quarter the United States team of one 
hundred or more athletes who will repre- 
sent this country in 1916. It is under- 
stood this sum will have to be in hand 
| or pledged some months in advance of 
the date of the games in order that ev- 
ery arrangement may be made for the 
comfort of the athletes, trainers. and 
others who will make the trip to Berlin.

volved. The rule reads as follows: 
"The championships of the Olympic games 
only shall be regarded as championships of 
the world in the respective branches of field 
and track sports. No other championship of 
the world may be held in addition to these, 
whether under the title of champlonship of 
the world, European championships, Ameri- 
can, or Asiatic championships, or any other 
name of the kind. The committee, however, 
may decide on and grant exceptions to this 
rule. Every member of the federation shall 
have the right to hold its national 
jonships according to its rules and regu- 
ations. 

The military athletes have been noti- 
fied that they must recall all of their 
announcements as far as relates to the 
race being for the championship of 
the world or anything else, as there is 
no power here able to grant them the 
sanction for such a competition.

Chicagoan’s Aggressiveness 


Earns Him Honors at Na- 
tional Sporting Club.

Jaek Britton of Chicago, showing more 
aggressiveness than he displayed in any 
of his previous bouts in this elty, gained 
the honors over Mike Glover of Boston 
in ten fast rounds at the National Sport- 
ing Club last night. The match was @ 
return affair, the pair having come to- 
gether two months ago at Brooklyn. 
The punching and boxing ability which 
Glover showed on that occasion were 
not in evidence last night, and the Bos- 
tonian did not look like a winner at any 
time after the fourth round. 

The ringside weights were 134% pounds 
for Britton and 137% pounds for Glover. 
When they faced each other in the cen- 
tre of the ring there was no noticeable 
difference in size and neither had any 
advantage in height orreach. Defensive 
cleverness stood out strongly at every 
stage of the bout, and both boys wasted 
as many swings as were landed. The 
opening round was a masterpiece of de- 


fensive work, not a solid punch being 
landed during the three minutes, al- 
though each started several promising 
swings. 
Britton tore in against Glover prac- 
tically all the way, and it was due to 
his aggressiveness that the bout de- 
veloped as much speed as Was shown. 
In the seventh round Britton, after 
Showing up strongly in a fast exchange, 
suddenly dropped back to a defensive 
attitude and did not lead for a full 
minute. Glover danced round and shot 
out his left several times, but did no 
damage, as Britton was backing away 
all the time. Before the round ended 
Britton was again setting the pace. 
The punch that Glover employed in the 
recent bout at Brooklyn, when he 
dropped Britton in one of the early 
rounds, did not deter Jack from forcing 
matters last night. He fellowed Glover 
around the ring, driving him to the 
ropes time and again and forcing the 
Bostonian to cover up under a shower 
of punches. Britton’s wallops did no 
great damage, but they reached home 
about three times as often as the Glover 
punches. Britton did his most effective 
k with his left, which he shot 
straight to the face or hooked to the 
stomach. Most of the punches that he 
Started with his right landed on Glov- 
er’s crossed arms or were wasted in 
space when the Bostonian backed away, 
Glover made one strong spurt in the 
third round. He shot out a dozen stiff 
lefts to Britton’s face in this chapter 
and forced Jack to cover up or back 
away during the greater part fof the 
round. In this one round Glover did 
the forcing and jumped inside Britton’s 
Swings whenever Jack tried to counter 
as he came in. Britton missed repeat- 
edly, but be came -back strong again in 
the fourth and forced Glover around the 


ring, as he had been doing in the second | 


round. At the same time that snappy 
left jab of Glover’s faded from view and 
Mike was content to let Britton do all 
the forcing. 

in the closing rounds Glover showed 
more boxing ability, evidently realizing 
that little chance of success rest@d on 
a single punch as he had been figuring 
in the early rounds when he wasted a 
dozen right uppercuts which started 
down near the floor. After getting 
only one of the first seven rounds 
Glover came back strongly enough to 
hold Jack even in the eighth and ninth 
rounds, but in the tenth Britton again 
showed an-attack that brooked no op- 
position, and he outpointed Glover by a 
wide margin in the final round.

Mr. McAdoo Says City Cannot 


Abandon Existing Tracks. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

It seems to me that the legal side 
of the Times Square and Forty-second 
Street situation is being overlooked. I 
am not a lawyer, but am. farniliar

Offsets the Public Prosecutor in 
Los Angeles. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Among the reforms recently effected 
in Los Angeles was the creation of the 
office of Public Defender. The county 
charter provides for an officer whose 
duty shall be to defend persons accused 
of crime in the Superior Court, when | 
financially unable to employ counsel, 
upon request of such persons or upon) 
order of the court, 
civil nature he myst represent persons 
without means in recovering sums due 
for labor and other demands not ex- 
ceeding $100. He must also defend such 
persons when unjustly harassed by 
others. Provision is made for the pay- 
ment of costs from the county treasury. 

From time immemorial the Govern- 
|; ment has provied an attorney to prose- 


; cute cases against persons accused otf! 
crime and a Judge or juty to make de- 
| cision; but no proper provision has been 





|} made for an attorney to present the 
| Side of the accused. It is true that 


courts appoint members of the bar to; rency law. 


defend the poor, without compensation 
or for a nominal fee, but such appoint- 
ments generally fall to youthful and in- 
experienced lawyers or, in many cases, 
to attorneys who chance to be in the 
court room at the moment of arraign- 
ment. It is not fair to the attorneys to 
be called upon to work without compen- 
sation, and it is not fair to the accused 
to be compelled to stand trial under 
such circumstances. A person accused 
of crime should have just as able and 
industrious an advocate to represent 
him as the Government provides for the 
purpose of prosecuting him. If he does 
not have such a defense he does not en- 
ter court on an equal footing. To deny 
him such a defense to thwart the 
spirit which pervades the administration 
of criminal law. The Government pro- 
vides skillful and experienced lawyers 
to prosecute; it should do no less for the 
defense.

Miss Lillian Wiesike, a singer un- 
known to the wider musical circles of 
New York, who is described as a “ lyric 
soprano,” gave a recital vesterday in 
Aeolian Hall, 1m which she showed a 
voice of pleasant and individual quality 
and some skill in making use of it.

Drama of a highly colored sort acted 
in broad, vivid splashes, is provided in 
Angel Guimera’s ‘‘ Maria Rosa,”’ which, 
like the same author’s “ Marta of the 
Lowlands,”’ has been done by Waliace 
Gillpatrick. and Guido Marburg into 
Engl:sn tnat refleces tne original. And 
like the other play, this one’s chicf in- 
terest for an alien audience lies in the 
steady upbuilding to a tragic climax, 
with a sullen suggestion of retributive 
vengeance underlining even its mirthful 
scenes. These, indeed, are interesting in 
respect to their reflection of the coior 
of character and country but like the 
play in its entirety a great deal of their 
effect evaporates in translation to a new 
environment. Tlus, with one actress 
whose speech suggested ‘ Geohgia”’ or 
“Caholina,” and others in the cast with 
either Northern, Eastern, or Western 
peculiarities of emphasis and enuncia- 
tion, not to speak of the French actor, 
doing remarkably _well in the English 
tongue, but still French in spite of it, 
the suggestion was polyglot to say the 
least. Ail of which made it a bii dif- 
ficult at times to feel ‘“‘in the atmos- 
phere.” 


Nevertheless, and in spite of the lurid | 


developments, this Catalanian romance 
of love, hate, jealousy, and revenge is 
so admirably put together that it does 
enforce and hold the interest. And there 
is an astonishingly well-effected climax 
in the final act, with its gay description 
of the wedding between Maria Rosa and 
the man who has been responsible for 
her husband's death, his rival’s revenge 
in the gift of a skin of wine, into which 
the latter's blood trickled the day Maria 
Rosa first met him, and finally the 
murder of the new husband by Maria 
tosa after he has made confession in 
a scene of drunken boasting. 

All these things developed with splen- 
did contrasts of light and shade both 
in the text, and the situations serve *‘o 
convey the sense of a play that has 
been constructed by one who knows his 
trade, femains then the question of 
whether it is the type of play for which 
our audiences are inclined. And there- 
upon enters the plea of reasonable 
doubt. 

To begin with, the process of develop- 
ment is frequently clogged with the 
sort of verbal felicity which, however 
descriptive of cheracter and emotion, 
serves to retard the action. And since 
the color is only superficial, that is to 
say, put on by actors who in most in- 
stances do it rather badly, it does not 
provide especial reason for rejoicing. 

To Miss, Dorothy Donnelly, a_ well 
trained and experienced actress, is in- 
trusted the difficult rdle of Maria Rosa, 
and she conveys admirably its varying 
moods of devotion and distress, The 
tragedy, indeed, is fought out in this 
woman's soul. For Maria Rosa, de- 
voted to the memory of her dead hus- 
band, ultimately finds herself attracted 
to Ramon, his supposed friend, who has 
And 
there is exceptional imaginative power 
in the passage in which Maria Rosa 
deseribes a dream in which the face of 
her husband and this new love merge 
themselves into one. Here, as in many 
other scenes of the play, there ts ne- 
cessity for something like the exalted 
acting of the old-time tragedy school, 
and Miss Donnelly played with a very 
considerable simulation of variety and 
sincerity. 

Curiosity, too, was largely centred in 
the appearance of the French actor, Low- 
Tellegen, seen here before with Mme. 
Bernhardt, and now speaking English, 
which, as has been said, he does very 
well. His method is florid, and his act- 
ing last night, while it had undeniable 
power and eonsiderable fluency, was 
always of a rather obvious sort. In the 
first two acts resourcefulness seemed 
lacking and his villainy was written too 
plainly on his face. Neither Maria Rosa 
nor any one else would have been long 
deceived. In the final act there was 
more subtlety and power. But the com- 
position of the role as a whole suggested 
facility im melodrama rather than a 
finer style of acting.

PROF. RUDOLF GENEE DIES. 


Noted Shakespearean Scholar, Poet. 
and Editor.

BERLIN, Jan. 
Genee died to-day. 
1824 in Berlin. 
the editor of The Danziger Zeitung, 


and later of The Coburger Zeitung. 
He was a noted Shakespearean scholar 
and the author of many books. 





Prof. Genee was a dramatic poet of 
no inconsiderable power. He was a 
graduate of the celebrated Grey Cloister 
Gymnasium and the Royal Acadciny of 
Arts. In 1859 he became editor of The 
Danziger Zeitung, and in 1861 of The 
Coburger Zeitung. From 1865 to 1887 
he lectured on Shakespeare's works in 
the leading university centres of Ger- 
many. He was not only an authority 
on Shakespeare, but on the drama in 
general, writing works on the English 
mystery and morality plays and the his- 
tory of the theatre and drama in Ger- 
many. Prof. Genee wrote extensive 
biographical and critical works on Mo- 
zart, Goethe, Bismarck, Schlegel, and 
other prominent figures in German his- 
tory.

SEEK FOREIGN RECOGNITION 


Wilson Asked to Make Treaties with 
Fowers Acknowledging Neutrality 
and Independence When Granted. 


Special to The New York Times, 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—The first 
step toward consideration by the Senate 
| of the question of Philippine indepen- 
jdence was taken to-day when Mr. Over- 
|man of North Carolina introduced a 
{joint resolution reiterating the purpose 
of the United States ultimately to set 
| up an independent Government in the 
\island. The resorution also requests the 
President to negotiate treaties provid- 
ing for the permanent neutralization 
of the island. 

Before introducing his resolution Sen- 
ator Overman showed it to Senator 
Bacon of Georgia, Chairman of the 
Committee on Foreign Relations, who 
expressed approval of its general pur- 
pose, and indicated that it would soon 
be taken up by his committee. Secre- 
tary of State Bryan was not consulted. 

The resolution states that “it is the 
purpose of the United States te cease 
exercising sovereignty over the Phil- 
ippines Islands as soon as may be, with 
justice to them and honor to the United 
States, and that it is the preference 


of the United States to accomplish this 
purpose by establishing an independent 
Government in the islands.”’ 

The President is requested to consider 
the expediency of opening negotiations 
with the Governments of Great Britain, 
Germany, France, Russia, Spain, Italy, 
and Japan, with a view of effecting a 
joint treaty by which it shall be pro- 
vided that the independent Government 
jin the Philippines, when established by 
the United States, shall be recognized 
and protected. 

Pending the establishment of this Gov- 
;ernment the islands would be consid- 
ered neutral tarritory. When estab- 
lished the Philippine Government would 
be requested to agree to maintain an

Further provision would be made in 
the treaty that such concessions as 
might be made to the United States in 
the establishment of the independent 
Government should be recognized by all 
the signatory powers. 


FOR STATE LAW REVIEW. 


Root’s Bill to Provide for Test of 
Constitutionality Again Reported. 


Special to The New York Times, 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—The Senate 
Committee on the Judiciary voted 
favorably to-day on the bill introduced 
by Senator Root to enable the Supreme 
Court to review decisions of State 
courts declaring State statutes in con- 
flict with the Federal Constitution. 


Under the existing law, an appeal may 
be made to the Supreme Court on the 
constitutional question only if a State 
court upholds the validity of the act. 

A similar bill by Senator Root passed 
the Senate last session, but did not 
reach a vote in the House. It is one 
of three bills urged by the\ American 
Bar Association for the reform of the 
Judicial practice, 

“The particular case which best illus- 
trates the reason for such action,’’ com- 
ments the committee on the bill reported- 
“‘ is the Ives case tn New York, in which 
the Court of Appeals of New York held 
that the particular Workmen's Com- 
sensation law which had passed the 
State Legislature was a violation of 
both the Federal and State constitutions 
and the Fourteenth Amendment to the 
constitution. The people of New York 
have changed their constitution so as to 
permit of a Workmen’s Compensation 
law and have passed such a law. They 
have no means of securing a review by 
the Supreme Court of the question 

! whether such a law would violate the 
constitution."’ 

The bill reported does not grant the 
| Tight of an appeal, but only of review 
} under a writ of certiorari. 

The field of dispute between State and 
Federal courts, which has given rise 
to many bitter controversies over juris- 
diction, was materially narrowed in a 
series of decisiona announced to-day by 
the Supreme Court. 

In a Vermont case the court upheld 
the right of railroads to initiate pro- 
ceedings to test State rates in the Fed- 
eral courts, rather than in the Supreme 
Court of Vermont. 

In & Kentueky case the court an- 
nounced that State courts must accept 
as true alleged facta set forth in pett- 
tions for removing cases from State to 
Federal courts.

LOAN SHARKS HIT 
IN GLYNN MESSAGE 


Governor Tells Legislature the 
Levy-Brooks Act Is Worse 
Than the Law It Repealed. 


SHOWS IT FOSTERS USURY | 


Says Small Loans Are Necessary | 


and Outlines a Measure to Pro- 
tect Borrower and Lender. 


ALBANY, Jan. 19.—A more effective | 
bill against loan sharks and one less | 
oppressive in regulating small loans was | 
recommended by Gov. Glynn to-night 
in a special méssage to the Legislature. 
The Governor said the 
law enacted last year was worse than 
its predecessor. 

His objections to the present law were 
that it allowed interest at from 124 to 
170, per cent., freed usurious lenders 
from criminal prosecution and repealed 
the provisions of the original law which 
made it compulsory upon lenders to 


notify *°employers when loans were ne- | 


gotiated with future salary as security. | 
Also, for the reason that the supervisor | 
of small loans created by the law was | 
not to be permitted to inspect the books 
of loan companies, the Governor said 
he was induced to withhold appoint- 
ments of such official. In his message 
the Governor said: 

“The contest between the need of the 
borrower and the greed of the lender is 
unequal. Legislation cannot prevent | 
the necessities of poverty, but it can | 
curb the rapacity of its parasites. 

“IT would suggest to the Legislature 
that in a revision of the law the follow- 
ing propositions should be kept in 
mind: 


First—That the small loan business is a 
mecessary businees, and should be recog- 
nized as such. 

Second—That the first essential to the 
regulation of small loans is that the rate 
of interest should be no greater than that 
which permits a reasonable return to those 
engaged in this business. 

Third—That instead of 
cult to secure small loans, the Legislature 
should endeavor to make mttters caster 
for those who urgently need temporary 
commodation. 

Fourth—That the scandalous 
under weich usurious lenders have been 
able to extort interest, out of all pro- 
portion to the loans made, should be imme- 
Giately changed, 

Fifth—That a criminal prosecution as well 
es a fine should be made the penalty for 
violation of the small loan law. 

Sixth—That the State Supervisor of small 
loans should be clothed with power not 
only to enforce thelaw, but to discover in 
the first instance whether the law is belng 
violated. 

Seventh—That it ig for the best interests 
of employer and employe that the em- 
ployer be notified whenever an employe is 
obliged to hypothecate part of his future 
wages for a temporary loan. 

EKighth—That some means should be found 
to provide evidence ol aff transactions un- 
der the small loan law so that violations 
may be immediately detected and easily 
prosecuted. 

Ninth—That all charges over and 
interest, such as charges for investigation 
of the applicant for a loan, shall be as 
earefully watched as the rate of interest 
itself.

LIVE GAME BIRDS EXEMPT. 


Treasury Department Decides That 
No Duties Shall Be Levied. 


The attempt of the Customs authori- 
ties at New York, impose a duty un- 
der the new Tariff law on live game 
birds. has ended in failure. Collector 
Malone was under the impression that 
as the present act does not provide for 
live game birds they fell within the pro- 
vision in Paragraph 227 for “ game 
birds, dressed,’’ dutiable at 30 per cent. 
ad valorem. This interpretation of the 
Paragraph was forwarded to the Treas- 
ury Department at Washington for con- 
sideration. 

Assistant Secretary Hamlin, in his ~~ 
ply, disagrees with the Collector's view, 
and reaches the conclusion that, owing 
to change in the phraseology of the new 
law, Hive game birds ars exempt from 
duty, although he acknowledgés that the 
question is a “debatable one.’” Mr. 
Hamlin invites the attention of the Col- 
lector to the fact that Paragraph 416 of 
the existing law differs from Paragraph 
510 of the former act, in that the phrase 


“not speciaHy provided for in this sec- 
tion ’’ is added. 
This addition, in the department's 
opinion, was made necessary by the 
specific provision in Paragraph- 227 for 
game birds, dressed, whereas in the for- 
mer act, there being no provision in the, 
dutiable list for game birds, the specific | 
provision in Paragraph 510 of the same 
act for birds and land and water fowl 
was intended to cover all birds not duti- 
able as poultry. The Assistant Secre- 
tary’s letter of instruction concludes: 
“While, as already intimated, the 
question is a debatable one, I think it 
will be conceded that Congress did not 
specifically provide in Paragraph 227} 
for live game birds, and, following bend 
general rule in the interpretation of:

FLAWS IN OWEN BILL 


John G. Milburn, as Counsel, 
and Delegation of Brokers 
to Attend Hearing. 


TO OPPOSE INCORPORATION 


Not the 
Should Supervise Security Issues, 


Government, Exchange, 


Is the Argument. 


When Senator Owen's bill for 
Zegulation of stock exchanges comes 
for a hearing at Washington on Feb. 
4 it is expected that leading members 
of the New York Stock Exchange, at 
which the measure is aimed, will op- 
pose the essential proposals on the 
ground that the Government itself 
should do what 
exchange accomplish. 

Senator Owen has had the assistance 
of Samuel Untermyer, counsel for the 
Pujo Committee, in drafting his bill, 
which is an ‘outgrowth of the Pujo 
inquiry. Mr. Untermyer has consist- 
ently recommended the enforced incor- 
poration of the exchange in order to 
bring it under control of the ‘autnori- 
ties. In the Owen scheme the exchange 
would have its choice of incorporating 
- under the New York laws or placing 
itself under the direction of the Post- 
master General. ‘ : : 

Leading members of the Stock Ex- 
change will oppose incorporauuon on 
Substantially the same grounds offered 
at Albany when a bili was pending 
to force incorporation, Their priacipal 
argument is that disciplinary power 
over the members would be largely 
taken away by the disruption oi the 
present club organization. In lieu of 
the provisions of the Owen bill to sate- 
Guard investors by making the listing 
requirements more stringent the ex- 
change representatives will argue that 
the Government itself, through enact- 
ment of a bilil similar to the British 
Companies act, should control the is- 
SUance of corporation securities. ;

sues soon after their introduction. 
The Exchange has no punitive power be- 
yond its right to deny trading privileges 
to a company which has put out a mis- 
leading balance sheet. ; 

It is expected that John G. Milburn 
counsel for the Exchange, and the brok- 
ers who go to Washington will endeavor 
to make Congress see the necessity olf 
regarding the Stock Exchange as a great 
market for dealing in securities issued 
under Government supervision. With 
its vastly greater powers the Federal 
Government could effectively check the 
flotation of securities not backed by as- 
sets as represented. 

Governors of the Stock Exchange said 
yesterday that they had not taken any 
steps yet toward the selection of rep- 
resentatives to appear at Washington, or 
toward a line of procedure in putting 
their side before the legislators. The 
dill is being carefully studied by Presi- 
dent Mabon and his associates, and it 
is expected that when some of the pro- 
visions which are not.clearly understood 
have been interpreted by the legal aids 
of the Exchange, delegates will be se- 
lected who are best fitted by experience 
to look after particular elements of the 
measure. 

Exchange members do not look with 
any favor upon the proposal to force a 
margin of 20 per cent. on purchases of 
securities. The leading objection made 
is that such a law would prevent broker- 
age houses from filling the orders of 
customers who were abroad, or located 
somewhere beyond the city where they 
could not immediately increase their de- 

osit with a broker when they desired to 

uy stocks. It would further work 

the disadvantage of the broker in that 
while he would not be able to fill an 
order if it were not backed by the proper 
amount of money, the customer could get 
a bank to buy his stock without any 
trouble and with whatever margin the 
bank thought was necessary. 

The Stock Exchange authorities 
that they have gone into the subject of 
credit extension from every possible 
angle, and they have found that any 
fixed rule on margins will work 
hurt of many brokers without lending 
any appreciable degree of safety to the 
business of buying and sel x securi- 
ties. The margin to be asked of one 
client would be insufficient in the case 
of others, but the situation is best gov- 
erned by circumstances and not by law, 
they say.

Special to The New York Times, 
CHICAGO, Jan. 19.—Savings 
aggregating $242,892,917, as reported by 
the banks of Chicago under date of 
Jan. 14, are the highest on record. The 
increase of $9,509,446 since the local 
institutions reported on Oct. 22 preced- 
ing also is the largest gain made in 
these accounts between official calls. 
Compared with a year ago savings 
show an increase of nearly $18,000,000.

FOUND THE A AQUEDUCT WET. 


Explorers Forced to Abandon Hike 
from Ashokan Reservoir. 


The first underground hike from the 
Ramapo Mountains to Brooklyn through 
the new Catskill Aqueduct came to an 
end yesterday morning within one mile 
of the starting point. The excursion 
Was to have been made by a party of 
seven reporters from New York news- 
papers reinforced by two photographers. 

It was on the train from Kingston, 
where the explorers had spent the night, 
that J. Waldo Smith, Chief Engineer of 
the Board of Water Supply, broke the 
news that the “ dips,’’ technically known 
as siphons and pressure tunnels, were 
flooded with water which would make 
travel through them impossible. These 
*“dips’’ represent twenty-three miles, 
or almost 25 per cent. of the completed 
work to Brooklyn, 

The aqueduct makes a sheer drop of 
more than 500 feet to dip under the 
valley of the Rondout, rising on the 
opposite side to penetrate Bonticor 
Crag and thence to continue on_ itr 
city-ward way. This dip was filled 
with water, and the party came to the 
surface. A tramp of three miles along 
the line of the aqueduct to High Fall: 
followed. At this village the explorer: 
stopped for the night.. Of the thirteer 
oon covered only eight were mad 
hrough the aqueduct.
